THE WAY WE WSREB Part 1 
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We began this series with our fingers crossed. Although we felt sure that 
there were well-established residents of Deddington with long memories and 
the ability to express them, we were by no mesns certain they would put their 
thoughts and reminiscences down on paper. 


We need not have worried. The February and March issues of The Deddington 
News demonstrated that there 2Ye authors today who can bring the past alive. 


It was Denis Valentine who started it ali off, so it is fitting that he 
should begin this month's re-creation of “the way we were", 


PORK RUN TO SMITAPTETD : | by Denis Valentine 


When I was a boy, nobody had ever heard of ‘factory farming’. But we 
certainly had factory msthods of transforming pig into pork. No sooner had 
we driven the pigs home from market than they went into the fasting pen. 
That very night the loaded lorries were taking pork to Smithfield Market, 
seventy miles away. The jovrney was quite an experience. 


The Smithfield vehicle was a model 'T' Ford, with a load space about equal to 
a good kitchen table. Inside, e framework had been constructed from which 
to hang the pigs. ind so they travelled, swinging on hooks. The whole 
thing was then sheeted over and tied down. 


We usually set off abouts 11 pa, armed with a flask of cocoa and good, crusty 
vakehouse bread with dripping. The boss, who usually took our vehicle 
himself, was a heavy pipe smoker and his preparation included about half~-a~ 
dozen cherry-wood pipes, readv charged and positioned so that he could reach 
them without taking his eyes off the road. 

It was pleasant enough in summer, but in winter it was so cold. The tiny 
cabin had no side windows and of course no form of heating; but if we removed 
one floorboard, we could get a bit of heat from the glowing exhaust pipe. 


Often we would not see another vehicle until we were in spitting distance of 
London and that could be very lonely. One thing that did happen quite often 
was to be stopped by a policeman, who would naturally be suspicious and ask 
to see what we were carzying. “See for yourself", was the usual response. 
Imagine his surprise when his lemp shone upon twenty or so naked bodies 
hanging in rows. : 


We had to be in and out of the market by six o'clock. So often, if we were 
early, say about 4.30 am, we would be rattling alons the Sdgware Road and 
would stop at one of the all night cafes. There we. could get hot cakes and 
a cun of tea. Although I felt sorry for the down-and-outs lying on the 
forms, I soon learnt to take no notice of then. I suppose they were lucky 
to be in the warm, 


Above all it is the people I remembor most, and the fact that London never 
slept. There was no end to the romance I could conjure up as a boy of twelve. 
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For three sucvessive issues of The Deddington News, Denis Valentine has kept 
us informed and entertained. We suspect he is now suffering from writer's 

cramp. Even so, we hope to persuade him to put pen to paper again later 2 
this year and give us some more of what might be called "news from the past".

THE WAY WE WERE Part 2 


Now for another writer who looked on our invitation as a challenge. He says 
he is not a Jane Austen, but will do his best to give us a picture of life 
and concitions in Deddington from 1914. What more could we ask ? 


LOOKING BACK A VaRY LONG WAY, By Bernard Bowerman, Clifton 


I am not a native of Deddington. I was born at Aynho Station on 18 July 1905, 
but knew both villages very well and most of the people. We went to school at 
4Aynho village primary school, average 90 pupils (now closed). 


All our family of five did our stint of delivering papers to Aynho. They 
came by train at 8.10 am. When sorted we would leave at 8.30 am. We were 
supposed to be in school by 10 an. It is 1; miles to walk. I doubt if I 
was ever in at 10 an. I didn't like school or hurrying. 


We did the round six days a week but John Whetton, the newsagent, was a 
religious man. The Sunday papers were delivered by George Butler of Aynho. 
He did Aynho, Clifton and Deddington on shankds pony. We collected the money 
on Saturdays. Papers were 1 penny each, delivery 1 penny a week. We had 

to make out a list, reckoning it to tally with the money. 


Then two of us took it to Deddington., The shop was only a paper shop where 
the post office is now. Mr. Whetton was very old with a flowing white beard. 
He went up the list with a large magnifying glass. But we were never faulted. 
We had no names on the papers. We drew the week's wage of half a crown - 
1230 now, but it was silver when we had it. We walked tall and felt like 

a Rothschild. 


Then across the road to the two Misses French who kept a small sweet shop. 
They were very nice ladies, tolerant with us as, being very rich, we could 
afford to be choosey so we scanned all the glass jars of sweets. If they 
had 2 fresh sort come in, we were given one to taste. 


At Christmas we would go down to Iir Bill Gibbs's shop. It is now a picture 
frame shop. He sold all sorts of things, crockery, clothes, toys. We 
always bought something to make a noise ~ a whistle or mouthorgan which were a 
* philling and half a crown (Sp and 124p). So no doubt going home we thought 
we sounded like a ragtime band; but we never learned to play them. 


Just below Mr Gibbs was Mr John Fowler and his sister who worked a bakehouse 
but Mr Fowler died soon after I knew him after the first war. Mr Will 
Course, who had been an army cook, started his baker career down the street 
at the corner of The Tchure. It was lovely crusty bread, a change from the 
dry Co-op who used to dump all their stale loaves on us as we were last of 
the round. 


Wr Course first took his bread round in Masons waggonette, driver provided. 
Then he had a BSA motor bike with a box sidecar. Then a Jowett 2 cylinder 
light van which he had for many years. 
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Next month Bernard Bowerman will continue taking us on his walk round the 
Deddington of long ago. 


Now that we have found writers in Deddington and Clifton, what about you 
authors in Hempton? What have you got to tell our readers about life as it 
was in your village?

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READBRS' LETTERS 


"The memories came flooding back through the years" says Brian Mobley, who came 
across The Deddington News while researching his family history. He tells us 
that the family name was Shirley, and writes: 


"The Shirleys lived in New Street, Deddington, just past the crest of tne hill, 
and there were two daughters, Edith and Kate (my mother, now deceased), also 
two brothers, Harry and Hdwin. Sadly the Shirley name has died with them but 
my Aunt Edie (Mrs Morris) is still well end in her 96th year, now living in care 
in Swindon (near her daughter) where she has lived the majority of her married 
life, Of the remaining Deddington connection only my cousins Rona and Bert and 
myself remain, 


My own memories of Deddington are of the very late 1920s and 1930s, the big 
event being the Christmas family reunion at my grandmother's cottage, and on 
summer visits 'helping' my two uncles in the fields at harvest time. 


My early memories at the cottage are _ an outside bucket toilet (with a fear 
of falling through!); wash-house coppers on Mondays; trimming oil lamps and 
‘Valor! cooking stoves and the mess hes they burnt dry or cracked a globe. 
Then there was the centrepiece + the big black cooking range - who remembers 
'Zebo ' » with a hanging kettle always singing and the shelf frieze above, with 
little bobbles hanging dotms: the flat irons on a trivet, the 'spitting test! 
and constant exchange as they cooled. 


Then there was Gramp's pipe rack and Windsor chair, and that special treat, to 
help fetch the day's water from the pump along the road with its huge flywheel; 
and in the mornings to wake up to birds' song instead of the city noises, with 
the thought of home-cured bacon, 'tea-kettle broth' and a piece of Will Course's 
dough cake (or better, seedy cake). 


My mother was born (in 1901) and lived her early years at Tom Hill Farm, Hempton, 
and attended Deddington School (1906-1915 approximately). I have heard her 
mention the following names as school friends or acquaintances, which may jog 
‘some memories: JDeel:,, Hoare, Tibbetts, Hopcraft, Gilkes, and my uncles worked 
for a Mr ganas I believe at Dane Hill Farm, using horses until well aftor 
the Second World War 


My father's family were residents of Deddington for a while as my father, 
Edward , served an apprenticeship and his father worked as a blacksmith (at 
Hoperafts). 

I wonder if any of the above notes are of interest to your readers. I would be 
pleased to enlarge uvon them if so.

You need (for 4) 4 eggs, large tin of tuna fish, white sauce. 


To make the white sauce : Put half a pint of milk into a saucepan with a 
knob of butter, gently dissolve the butter (only 
warm the milk). Then add 1 oz of plain flour 
and whisk it until you can no longer see the 
flour. Now gently bring the milk to the boil 
and stir all the time until the sauce thickens. 
Then take off the heat. 


Cooking methods: Beat into the sauce the yolks of egg and the mashed tuna 
fish, and season. Put into a greased heatproof Pyrex or 
the like dish, Allow for the mixture to rise, Bake ina 
hot oven (400° or gas mark 6) for about half an hour. 

The mixture should have risen and feel firm and look brown 
on top. Serve at once.
